In the current Scribnc-r's. reminds bis 
readers that the great nations, from 
tho beginning of history, hare been 
tho trading nations.

cline has been the fate of those which 
withdrew from or were forced out of 
world markets. It is Implied that 
tho present policies of Isolation and 
extreme nationalism of this country 
and of some of the European coun- 
tries mark the beginning of the end 
for all concerned. Perhaps that is 
so. Perhaps It ia our civllliation's 
turn to go the way of ancient Egypt. 
Greece and Rome. It Is a prospect 
we don't care for, even In such Il- 
lustrious company. But is there not 
a little hope? 


Complete isolation t» much harder 


to achieve these day* than It has 
been In the past. There !• tre- 
mendous International trade now in 
ideas, the arts, traTel, education. It 
is true that we hare Jammed the 
works somehow In the matter of easy 
exchange of raw materials and manu- 
factured goods, but so long as we 
are speeding up the exchange of In- 
tangible things we cannot be truly 
isolated. In time we may eren solve 
tho 
production 
and 
consumption 


puzzles which disturb us so greatly 
now and restabllsh trade—aa the 
economists mean It—on lines adapted 
to the modern world. The pendulum 
has swung toward extreme Isolation 
for tho present, not for one or two 
nations, but for nearly all. For that 
Very reason it seems likely that It 
will swing back again toward freer 
commun I cation. 


CENTURY TREES

Nevada, with its Reno, continued to i 


lead the list of state* In the ratio 
of divorces to marriage*. Nevada re- 
ported nearly as many endings as be- 
ginnings of married life. There were 
only 18 weddings for every divorce 
to the state. Xew Tork and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, on the other hand, 
reported 21.4 and 353 weddings for 
every divorce during th'e year.

Many Irreapoastble or down- 
right dishonest dealers are seeking to 
bay • tikis old gold, and by various 
tricks to get It for a mere fraction of 
Its value. 


On* trick of this new form of rack- 


eteering to for the racketeer to repre- 
sent himself aa a government agent; 
althoogh there Is absolutely no author- 
It/, for the statement The gold rack- 
eteera again offer to weigh the old 
gold before one's erea. The price of 
gold per pennyweight Is shown In the 
newspapers, and the old gold is 
weighed 'with a common penny for a 
weight, which Is obviously a bad swin- 
dle. 


It n estimated that folly half a 


billion dollars' worth of old gold lies 
In the form of discarded Jewelry and 
trinkets of every kind. A similar treas- 
ure In old gold has been collected re- 
cently-In Great Britain. To balk the 
gold racketeers the owners of old gold 
ire nrged to deal only with reputable 
jewelers or smelters of precious met- 
als, who win deliver the gold, when 
refined, to the Treasury department.
